WHAT MOTHERS WILL NEED TO 
KNOW IN JULY. 


In the Better Babies lopartm ent of 


W ater on a Hot Stove. 
It is impossible to throw a few drops 
of water on u redhot stove. 
The w a­ 
ter can never touch the stove at all. 
W hat Is seen is a few drops rolling 
rapidly over the surface, gradually 
getting smaller until they disappear. 
lf the drops are on a perfectly level 
place one can see under them to the 
other side of the room. thus proving 
that they are not In contact with the 
stove Itself. 
What actually happens Is that the 
bottom of the drop changes a t once to 
steam or vapor on coming close to the 
hot surface, and this vapor Is supplied 
by the drop as It gradually goes,away. 
Ro the drop r e sts on a cushion of va­ 
por until It is entirely dissipated. This 
state of w ater Is known as the spheroi­ 
dal state and Is of Interest simply on 
account of Its peculiarity aud seeming­ 
ly paradoxical behavior. 


Curious Cannon. 
Not only uniforms, but even cannon 
bnve been made of paper In the peat, 
This experiment was once tried by 
Krupp's, field pieces of amall caliber 
being composed of a metal core sur­ 
rounded by a compressed paper pulp. 
The idea at the back of this was that 
guns made of paper would, of course, 
be far lighter and easier to carry about 
thdn guns rnude of metal. 
All kinds of substances have been 
tried for the mauufactuH > of cannon. 
Weapons of wood aud stone were once 
quite comitial. 
The Swedes in former

H ow to T ake a Sun Bath. 
To get the maximum benefit from 
sun baths a regular formal routine 
should be followed. 
The first exposure to the sun’s rays 
should not be longer than IO minutes. 
The head should he shaded, while as 
much of the rest of the body as possi­ 
ble should be bared to the bealing rays. 
The best time is about two hours after 
a meal. 
On the next day and on suc­ 
ceeding days longer exposures are al­ 
lowed. 
Increasing as tanning takes 
place. 
With little care all acute burn­ 
ing or blistering of the skin la avoided. 
After the skin bas l>een fully tanned 
two or more baths a day may be taken. 
While sufferers from chronic tubercu­ 
lar disease and anaemia make up the 
bulk of the patient- at the numerous 
established sun cure sanatoria on the 
continent, the treatment will be found 
to have a noticeably bracing and in­ 
vigorating effect on those generally run 
down and debilitated.—London Mall.
